In early October Chinese Communist Central Goverment authorities notified 
CHIEN Keng, commander of the Army Group, that troops under his command 
will be suoplied with Soviet equinment and sent to Indochina as volunteers 
in the near future to assist the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) in 
fighting the French. 


In early September eee office of the DRV trade bureau headed by YUAN 
Yung-chteng (Pi jRK was established in Nanning. On 18 September, 23 
trucks attached to hae office arrived at Nanning from Nsiying (110-2h, 
21-11) via Yulin (110-08, 22-38) cerrying signal supplies, medicines and 
industrial chemicals. 


On 21 Sevtember the joint Sino-Soviet-DRV Rear Service Command at Nanning 

shipped 15 mountain s from Nanning to Cao Dang via T’ientung (107-06, 

23-37) and Chinghsd (106-25, 23-09). The Chinese Communists escorted the

On 2h September, 12 trench mortars, 1,000 rifles, 300 cases of trench 
mortar ammunition, 00 cases of rifle smuunition, end 5 casas of 
nedical suprlies were sent by water from Vhampoa to the DRV via 
Helying with one hundred Chinese Commmist troops as guards.
